The Buffalo Niagara Coalition for Open Government recently analyzed executive session motions
for 16 local governments in Erie and Niagara County. Our study found that during the six month
period reviewed (January 1, 2017 to July 1, 2017), 97% of executive session motions were not
done correctly.

Our request is that this report be placed on your next meeting
agenda for discussion. Our goal is to educate local governments in an effort to change how
executive sessions are being handled. 1 would be happy to discuss this report with you at one of
your meetings.

Honor Seaman Second Class Edmund Mozgowa

11. To: City Council

Nov 13 2017 will mark the 75" anniversary of the death of Seaman Second Class Edmund
Mozgawa of Lackawanna who died Nov 13 1942 (one day after his 19" birthday) along with the
5 Sullivan brothers for whom the USS The Sullivans which is moored in the Buffalo Naval Park
was named. Edmund’s body was never recovered. Very few people know of his sacrifice other
than his family and a few us us who study military history relating to the contributions of
Lackawanna men & women in WW?2,

There was an article in the Buffalo News in September about a ceremony at the Buffalo Naval
Park honoring the only Buffalonian to be killed along with the Sullivan brothers when the USS
Juneau was sunk by a Japanese torpedo costing 687 men their lives. This article was very upsetting
to Edmund’s sister Sophie due to lack of mention of her brother being killed also. It was also very
upsetting to me a “Lackawanna Boy” aboard the Juneau that fateful day. Edmund’s family never
got over his death. His parents had signed the permission papers to allow him to enlist at age 17.
The only recognition of Edmund’s sacrifice is his name being listed on the Walls of the Missing
on the memorial in the Manila American Cemetery and Memorial ion the Philippines. This link

But this is about to change. I've been in contact with Erie County Veterans service Agency who
contacted Congressman Higgins’ office. They are going to expedite the process of obtaining a
memorial marker for Edmund from the VA which will probably be placed in the Bath NY VA
Cemetery and provide Edmund’s sister with his service medals. There will also be a memorial
service at the Buffalo Naval Park on Nov 10 2017 in commemoration of the 75" anniversary of
sinking of the USS Juneau and the men who perished. Edmund Mozgawa will be recognized at
the ceremony.

Therefore | request that Lackawanna City Council pas a resolution honoring Seaman Edmund
Mozgawa on Nov 13 2017. He left Lackawanna at a young age to serve our country, paid the
ultimate price and never returned home for burial. He has been forgotten for 75 years and | believe
it’s time he got the recognition he deserves.

York, enlisted in the United States Navy on 11 August 1941; and

the ultimate sacrifice with 686 fellow sailors, when their ship was sunk by a Japanese torpedo on
13 November 1942; and

the ultimate sacrifice and never returned home for burial; and
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Whereas, 13 November 2017 will mark the 75" anniversary of his death;

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 190 SOLID WASTE, CITY OF
LACKAWANNA MUNICIPAL CODE

§-190-6. Owner responsibility
C. Solid waste to be collected by the City of Lackawanna shall be placed for collection
no earlier than 6:00 p.m. on the day before the collection day
D. All totes and other solid waste containers shall be removed from the public right-of-way
or other place of collection no later than 7:00 p.m. of the designated collection day.
